The unsealing of the main entrance, 
owever, caused the fire to flare up 
gain in the miles of soft coal tun- 
els.

ver the opening and hope is dead 
,ven in the breasts of the dazed, pray- 
ng women who keep alight the front 
om lamps in the rows bf cottages. 
Jim 
Steele, 
mine 
superintendent, 
akes the startling admission th at 
very m an may have been alive when 
he mine was first sealed after the 
e and 
they perished within 
two 
ours. 
A union official charges that 
he sealing was done without regard 
o hum an life. 
Carbonic acid gas is to be pumped 
inder high pressure into the mine for 
he purpose of stifling the flames. For 
he sam e reason th at fire would cease 
urning in an atm osphere of carbonic 
cid gas a human being would suffo- 
ate. The people of Cherry know this 
o be a fact. 
The proposal to pump 
he gas into the mine is but one more 
low, striking hope th at already was 
rostrate.

And with this practical certainty 
at the St. Paul mine is one vast 
eath cham ber comes the fear th at 
arlier reports of the num ber of vio­ 
lins may have been too small.

The spread of pellagra is said to be 
equally as great as th at of the hook 
worm and the danger to the section 
affected even greater. 
Mr. Carnegie has a positive rule 
against discussing any of his benefac­ 
tions in advance. 
This rule prevent­ 
ed a reporter from securing inform a­ 
tion of the reported million dollar 
offer for pellagra.

Suggested That Delegates to Am eri­ 


can Federation of Labor Meeting in 


Toronto Accompany Gompers, Mit­ 


chell and Morrison to Washington. 


Executive Council Holds a Meeting 
to Consider the Situation. 


Toronto, Ont., Nov. 16.—Ju st as the 
convention of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor was about to adjourn 
for the day a telegram was received 
from W ashington announcing th at the 
stay asked for by the attorneys for 
President 
Gompers, 
Vice 
President 
Mitchell and Secretary M orrison in 
th e proceedings against them for con­ 
tem pt of court had been denied by the 
court of appeals of the D istrict of Co­ 
lumbia. President Gompers was plain 
ly surprised, and as he read the mes 
sage to the convention the delegates 
sat in silence as though dazed by the 
court’s action. 
“That m eans th at the resources of 
the 
lawyers 
have 
been 
exhausted 
doesn’t it?” asked one of the dele­ 
gates. 
“The chair is not in a position to 
state,” 
replied 
President 
Gompers 
Then as he read the m essage stating 
“the m andate goes down Saturday 
m orning ” the faces of him self and his 
fellow officers betrayed the anxiety un­ 
der which they were laboring. 
A telegram signed by the three de­ 
fendants was at once dispatched to 
their counsel in W ashington, asking 
when it would be necessary for them 
to put in an appearance in order to 
avoid 
forfeiting 
their 
ball 
bonds 
which am ount to $12,000, and stating 
th a t they would like to rem ain in To 
Tonto until the close of the convention 
Saturday evening. 
“I am not certain w hether under the 
law of the D istrict of Columbia we can 
appeal,” said Mr. Gompers after ad 
journm ent. 
“But if we go. the con 
vention m ust stay here and carry on 
Its proceedings in a dignified and or 
derly m anner.” 
“W e’ll charter a train and all gc 
down with you,” volunteered one ol 
th e delegates. “And even the seceders 
will join you,” added J. J. Reid, presi 
dent of the seceding faction of the 
electrical workers. 
The suggestion th at the convention 
be adjourned to W ashington in the 
event of the departure of Gompers 
M itchell and Morrison was taken se 
riously by many of the delegates, and 
it was said a resolution to th at ef­ 
fect m ight be prepared. 
Pending the 
receipt of a reply from W ashington 
th e executive council held a long ses 
slon at which plans for m eeting the 
situation which confronts the three la 
bor leaders were discussed. 
Many of the delegates have ex 
pressed disapproval of the plan sug 
gested by the Central Labor Union oi 
Philadelphia th at a two week’s general 
strike be ordered as a protest against 
th e contem plated im prisonment. 


Governor Eberhart Would Abolish Two 
State 
Offices. 
Minneapolis, Nov. 16.—Condemning 
unnecessary expense now carried on 
the shoulders of the lh ate and urging 
development of M innesota’s resources 
according to the knowledge he had 
gained and decisions reached while he 
has been in office, Governor Adolph O. 
E berhart advanced a num ber of sta rt­ 
ling opinions before a gathering of the 
M en’s club of W esleyan church here. 
“The state of M innesota is paying 
$60,000 every year for oil inspection 
and nearly that am ount for boiler in­ 
spection, although these departm ents 
are a farce and do not give the state 
m onef expended upon them ,” the gov­ 
ernor declared, handling the topics 
“w ithout gloves.” 
“I have no fault to 
find with the men in office, but I am 
strongly in favor of abolishing both 
of these departm ents as soon as possi­ 
ble.”

Government Cannot Get Money 


From Sugar Trust. 


STIMSON DISCUSSES SUBJECT 


Special Prosecutor in the Underweigh­ 


ing Frauds Says Agreement Made 


Last Spring 
Prevents the Govern­ 


ment From Bringing Further Action 


for Restitution of Stolen Revenues. 


Other Federal Officials Reticent. 


New York, Nov. 16.—A padlock was 
clamped on the mouth of everybody 
In the governm ent service in New 
York who was even rem otely connect­ 
ed with the sugar tru st investigation 
and prosecution, except th at of Henry 
L. Stimson, the governm ent’s special 
prosecutor 
in 
the 
underweighing 
frauds, and his assistant, W inifred T. 
Denison. 
Even Richard Parr, the treasury 
agent who unearthed the underw eigh­ 
ing steals originally, and who has 
been talking freely during the past 
few days, th r w up both hands when 
approached 
by 
reporters 
and 
ex­ 
claimed: “Never again.” 
Collector Loeb scooted out the back 
door of his office while a crowd of 
new spaper men were aw aiting him in 
the big front room of the custom 
house. 
He denied himself to all re­ 
porters for the rem ainder of the day. 
It is known th at soon after he arrived 
at his office in the morning he held 
an extended conversation over the 
long distance telephone with Jam es 
Burton 
Reynolds 
at 
W ashington. 
Reynolds is the man_whom P arr ac­ 


cused of having greatly hampered m s 
work of investigation while Reynolds 
was assistant secretary of the treas­ 
ury in charge of the custom s division. 
An hour or two after the long distance 
telephone conversation Mr. Reynolds 
issued at W ashington a statem ent in 
general denial of P arr’s open charges. 
Deputy Collector Stuart, who, P arr 
says, received orders by telephone from 
A ssistant Secietary Reynolds at W ash­ 
ington to counterm and P arr’s s-eUum 
of the cargo of raw sugar which he 
found 
underweighed 
in 
November, 
1907, positively declined to say a word 
on that subject. 
In an interview Mr. Stimson stated 
for the first time snecifiealiy and deli- 
nitoly that the compromise agrocm-mt 
he made w:lh the sugar trust lawyers 
when thr> civil suit for tho recovery of 
millions of revenue stolen from to e 
governm ent was suddenly stopped in 
the federal court last spring covered 
the whole case against the trust so far 
as tho underweighing frauds are con­ 
cerned and that the compromise stops 
the governm ent from bringing further 
action for restitution of stolen reve­ 
nues, even should the result of the full 
Investigation disclose thefts exceeding 
the am ount of $2,000,000 for which he 
compromised the suit.

Hovey O. Clark, M inneapolis lum ­ 
berman, won $5,400 and lost $5,400 
in the supreme court this morning, 
the value of the pine which he cut 
from state land after his perm it had 
expired. 
He paid for the pine, but the state 
sued for treble value. 
Judge W. S. McClenahan, of B rain­ 
erd, decided th a t the state was en­ 
titled only to double value. 
The supreme court decides th a t 
this was right, although Justice C. K. 
Lewis files an opinion concurring in 
the result, but objecting to the rea­ 
soning of the m ajority whose opinion 
is expressed by Chief Justice C. M. 
Start. 
The case will result, according to 
George T. Simpson, attorney general 
in the dismissal of half a dozen state 
cases, am ounting to several thousand 
dollars.— St. Paul Daily News, Nov.

Produced Thie Rare Form of Carbon 
and Then Thrown Away the 8ecret 
of the Process— Found Only In Brazil. 


The term “black diamonds*’ is some­ 
times Jokingly applied to ordinary coal 
which we burn in our furnaces, but 
the real “black diamonds” of com­ 
merce are among the most unique min­ 
eral products of the world, and they 
serve a purpose in the industrial world 
that makes them of great value. The 
black diamonds are pure carbon and 
yet in no outward appearance resem­ 
ble the diamonds which we are accus­ 
tomed to wear as ornaments. They 
are slightly harder than the crystal or 
gem diamonds and, in fact, about the 
hardest substance know’ll. 
Black diamonds, or carbons, 
ore 
among the greatest curiosities of the 
mineral kingdom. They are without 
crystalline form and are found in ir­ 
regular pieces, ranging in size from 
half a carat up to three, four and five 
hundred carats. They are dark gray, 
black or brownish in color and opaque. 
The real diamond of the Jewelry trade 
is also pure carbon, but translucent 
and crystalline In form. Two objects 
so alike iii composition could not be 
found so opposite in appearance as 
these two forms of carbon. 
Another peculiar thiug about the 
black diamonds is that they are found 
only in one locality in the world. They 
come from a very small section of Bra­ 
zil not more than 225 miles square in 
area. Outside of this limited territory 
no pure black diamonds have ever 
been found. 
What peculiar freak of nature caus­ 
ed the deposition of the black dia­ 
monds in this section of the world and 
nowhere else is one of the mysteries 
which science has failed to explain. 
None of them has been found in the 
great 
Kimberley 
diamond 
regions, 
where the crystal form of diamonds 
have for so long been mined. 
The whole origin of the black dia­ 
mond is, therefore, a scientific enigma. 
Naturally the question Is raised, “Of 
what use is a black diamond?” 
No 
one would care to wear one of these 
diamonds, which resembles a piece of 
coal more than a real diamond, and so 
far no one has popularized the black 
gems as the black pearl has been. 
Nevertheless the black diamonds serve 
a most important and useful function 
in the industrial world. 
This pure black carbon is not only 
harder than the real diamond, but 
tougher and not so brittle as the gem. 
Consequently it is of great value for 
many mechanical purposes and partic­ 
ularly for boring with diamond drills. 
In diamond drilling the tips of the 
drills are studded with carbon, or 
black diamonds, and when the bores 
are deep the pressure is so great that 
the gem diamonds would be crushed in 
the process. 
But the carbon resists 
this continued pressure and slowly 
eats down into the rocks. 
In diamond drill work the carbon is 
set in circular pieces of soft steel or 
iron, called bits, and these bits are at­ 
tached to tubing. Armed with these 
black diamond teeth, the drills push 
their way down under severe pressure 
to a depth of five and six thousand 
feet, cutting through the hardest kind 
of rock. 
Some black diamonds are 
much harder than others, and there is 
no way to determine by the color the 
difference in the degree of toughness. 
Black diamonds or pure carbon are 
not by any means cheap, and the own­ 
ers of the mines in Brazil where they 
are gathered are making a good thing 
out of their monopoly. 
There is no 
known substance that can take th'' 
place of carbon in drills in boring for 
gold, silver, copper and other mineral 
deposits. 
Before the black diamonds 
of Brazil were discovered it was im­ 
possible to make borings. 
When the carbon was first introduc­ 
ed in our industries it was used in 
diamond saws for cutting stones, mar­ 
ble and similar substances. Then the 
price advanced so that the carbon was 
found too costly for such use, and bort 
was substituted for stone cutting. Bort 
is really an imperfect crystal or gem 
diamond, but it is too brittle for use 
in drills. 
Consequently bort has tak­ 
en the place of black diamonds for 
stone cutting, aud the latter have been 
restricted almost entirely to diamond 
drilling purposes. 
The average size of black diamonds 
used in the drills ranges from two to 
five carats, but the larger specimens 
give much better results. 
They cost 
more, but they last longer. 
Conse­ 
quently there is a greater demand for 
the larger pieces of pure carbon, aud 
the price is sometimes run up to pre­ 
mium figures for unusual specimens. 
The fear that the supply of black 
diamonds may some day give out and 
paralyze the diamond drilling industry 
has stimulated prospectors to syste­ 
matic search for new’ deposits, but so 
far they have not been successful. On 
the other hand, scientists have been 
making a close study of the chemical 
conditions which have produced the 
black diamonds, but their manufacture 
is apparently about as difficult as the 
making of the gem diamonds. 
It is 
possible under certain conditions to 
make either, but not in sizes sufficient 
to be of any commercial value. 
Na­ 
ture in some peculiar way has made 
these rare products and then thrown 
the secret of the process away, lf any 
man can ever unlock or find that se­ 
cret he may cause a panic in the dia 
mond trade.—Scientific American.

Arouses Sleeping Inmates and Saves 
Fully a Score at tbs Risk of His Own 
Life—Cripple Is Among the Injured 
and Will Never Be Able to Wear His 
Wooden Legs Again Should He Re­ 
cover. 


Pittsburg, Nov. 15.—T hree dead and 
a score injured, seven perhaps fa­ 
tally, was the result of a fire at 425 
W ater street.

burned to the ground and from the 
ruins 
there 
were 
brought 
three 
charred 
and 
unidentified 
corpses. 
They came to M iller’s place late at 
night and went to bed in one room, 
being sm othered and crem ated later. 
T he fire was spectacular, as the 
house was of wood and burned very 
fast. T here was but one narrow stair­ 
w ay and this was choked w ith flames 
and smoke before any of the sleepers 
above could escape by it and all were 
forced to come out by way of the win­ 
dows. 
Max Komas, one of the m ost seri­ 
ously burned, perform ed as a hero, 
though greatly handicapped by hav­ 
ing no legs. 
Some years ago both his 
legs w ere cut off and he has since 
had wooden limbs, which he, as usual, 
took off on retiring. 
He w as one of 
th e first to be aroused by th e fire and 
could not find his wooden legs quick 
ly, but m anaged to craw l into the hall, 
beating at all the doors and rousing 
the sleepers. 
Through his individual 
efforts at least tw enty persons who 
otherw ise would have perished were 
saved. 
In the excitem ent Komas neglected 
his own flight until it was alm ost too 
late. 
W hen 
he was finally throw n 
from 
the second 
story window by 
some firemen who found him uncon 
scious in the hall he had sustained 
severe burns. 
Should he recover he 
will never be able to w ear his wooden 
legs again, the 
hospital 
physicians 
say. 


Anarchist Throws Deadly Bomb at 
Buenos Ayres.

He thought 
that the matter should be deferred 
until the other plumbers had been 
heard from. 
F. 
H. 
Gruenhagen. 
who was present, said th a t there must 
be some misunderstanding. 
He had 
been asked to look at the boiler in 
the jail and see if it was lagre enough 
to heat both buildings, but had not 
been asked to bid on a separate plant. 
He concurred with w hat Alderman 
Paine said, and urged that the city 
prepare a set of plans and have all 
bid on the same plans. 
Alderman 
Deickhaus thought the city should 
put in stoves and President Twohey 
and other members of the council ex­ 
pressed the same opinion. On motion 
further action in the m atter was de­ 
ferred. 
The finance committee reported 
in favor of a license of $40 per year 
for theatres regardless of seating 
capacity and recommending that the 
city attorney be instructed to draw 
up an ordinance licensing 
roller 
skating rinks, and putting the fee 
at $25 per year. 
Alderman Drexler, from the po­ 
lice committee presented a minority 
report on the request of the police for 
a 15 days lay off with pay, advising 
that because of the financial condi­ 
tion of the city it be not granted. 
He also stated that the majority of 
the committee was itself divided in 
the m atter. 
Alderman Kjellquist fa­ 
voring granting the request and Al­ 
derman Robertson favoring allowing 
seven days each to members who had 
been on the force two years or more. 
Alderman Robertson was absent and 
action on the m atter w^as deferred 
until next meeting. 
The application of Wm. Sinclair 
for transfer of his license to Andrew 
Carlson was granted after the correc­ 
tion of the bond to accord with the 
facts in the case, an error in the time 
of the expiration of the license hav­ 
ing crept into the bond. 
The m atter of the vacation of a 
part of Tenth street between Front 
and Laurel street, notice of which 
had been given, was then taken up. 
George Northrup, J. B. Sowl and res­ 
idents in one of the blocks adjoining 
the street proposed to be vacated, 
were present and opposed the vaca­ 
tion. 
Giles O’Brien appeared in be­ 
half of Con O’Brien, one of the ap­ 
plicants and asked th a t action on 
the m atter be deferred until his fath ­ 
er, who was unavoidable detained, 
could arrive. 
The m atter was laid 
over and other m atters taken up and 
Mr. O’Brien came in latter. He asked 
that the council defer action and vis­ 
it the place in a body and see condi­ 
tions for themselves. 
He said that 
there were no elevators in Brainerd 
buying wheat and th a t it was all go­ 
ing to Ft. Ripley; th a t he wanted 
to put an elevator and potato ware­ 
house on that portion of the street; 
that the land would revert to the 
Northern Pacific railway company 
and th a t he would have to lease of 
them. 
It was moved by Alderman 
t Gardner that action on the m atter 
be deferred and that the entire coun­ 
cil, together with the mayor and the 
city attorney, visit the property in 
question and see conditions for them ­ 
selves. 
The motion carried, all vot­ 
ing aye. 
Alderman Deickhaus introduced 
an ordinance licensing places for the 
sale of malt liquors containing any 
amount of alcohol, and suggested th at 
the license fee be fixed 
at 
$300. 
Alderman Zakariasen moved that the 
license be fixed at $500. 
Alderman 


Henning seconded the motion. Pres­ 
ident Twohey thought that a secret 
ballot as to am ount should be taken. 
Aldermen Zakariasen and Henning 
insisted that the motion 
be 
put 
which was done. 
President Twohey 
ordering roll call. 
All voted aye 
except Alderman Paine, who thought 
the license excessive. 
The penalty 
for violation of the ordinance was 
then placed at not less than $50 fine 
nor more than $100 fine or three 
months in Jail. 
The ordinance was 
then given Its first reading, all vot­ 
ing aye. 
The matter of license on box ball 
alleys came up and City Attorney 
Ryan ruled th at under the existing 
ordinance a box ball alley should 
pay $25 per year and the mayor was 
requested to see that the ordinance 
was enforced. 
The mayor presented the name of 
W. E. Cotkery as a member of the 
water and light board Vice 
E. 
E. 
Evanson, resigned, and the nom ina­ 
tion was unanim ously confirmed. 
The matter of the bonds of the 
Slipp-Gruenhagen Co. in connection 
with the contract for a water system 
in Gregory park, was brought up. 
The bonds, which 
were 
personal 
bonds, had been accepted by the park 
board, they not knowing th at the 
bond had to be approved by the city 
council, nor that the council by res­ 
olution had declared that only surety 
bonds should be accepted. 
As the 
larger of the two bonds, that to pro­ 
tect the city from material and labor 
liens, only ran three months and as 
two-thirds of th at time had already 
expired, it was decided to defer ac­ 
tion on the matter. 
Tile Northwestern Telephone v'\- 
change company appeared before the 
council and asked instructions as to 
where to set poles, whether just in­ 
side the curb line or in the tree line, 
also for permission to replace certain 
electric poles with taller ones and 
occupy them jointly. 
A motion was 
made and carried that where the curb 
was already in the poles should be 
set just inside the curb line and that 
where they were not in the m atter 
be left in the hands of the street 
committee and city engineer. 
As to 
the use of the poles, the city attorney 
declared the council had no jurisdic­ 
tion. 
That lay between the company 
and the water and light board. 
Alderman Henning again brought 
up the matter of defective crossings 
on Fourth Avenue, near the Lowell 
school, and moved that the street 
commissioner be ordered to fix them 
under the direction of the street com­ 
mittee. 
Alderman Paine, chirman of 
that committee said that the matter 
would be attended to at once and the 
motion was withdrawn. 
A resolution was presented and pas­ 
sed dispensing with the services of 
the special city attorney, all voting 
aye. 
The city engineer was instructed 
to prepare plans and estimates for 
curbing and paving 
North 
Ninth 
street from the north side of King­ 
wood street to the south side of Fir 
street. 
The council then adjourned
